(>) Within six wecks of COLUSEV's arrival in London on 12.6.7. ho - 
told source that he had received a telegraa from Heedauarters ordering 


him to concsntrate on obtaining inforzation about GOLITSYN, (40 whon 


the K.C.B. had civon the abusive nicinane URCD), because acconlinzg to 
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their infomation GOLITSYN hed visited England several tines, and whi] 
taey had nov established "the place of recidence" they had no approach} 


to hin. Loscow required détailed infomation about where he uns lis 
his hebits end activities, | Fren the wording of this telepraz sources 


deduced that COLITSYN was not resident in England, and that the objeat 
of this oxder was to remind GOLUESY of a standing instruction that the 


highest vriority was to be given to obtaining information about hin. 
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
